And tranelling to Megara, & 
fowne nigh Athens, only to (& it, tooke thers a ſickneCez whieh conti- 
nuallfranell on ſea augmented, and encreaſing moze and moze vn 
till he came to Brundulium,twithin few daes after dyed there, the 21. 
da of September, when Cn. Plautius, and Q. Lucretids wers Con⸗ 
ſuls, And when he felt himſelſe moztally aſſaulted with the maladp, 
bs called offen,and very earneftly, foz bis Doſke, that he might burns 
the Aeneidos. Which being denied him, he willed notwithKtanving 
by bis laſt Mefament,that if ould be burned, as a wozkoboth aulit 
and vnperſect. But Tucca and Varrus told him, that Auguſtus would 
in no wile luſfer that. UWhereupon he bequeathed the ſams Moezke, 
and his other w2itings, vnto Varrus any-Tuccs, bpon this condition, 
That they ſhould ſet fozth nothing but that which he wonldhanoſet 
lozth, and ſuch verſes as were vnperſed, they ſhould ſo leans them. e 
willed alſo, that his bones ſhould be bozne to Naples, whereaghe had 
liued long time, and merrily, Bis bones therfs28 were tranſlated to Na- 

es, at Auguſtus commandement, as he appointed, and were buried 

the way fo Puteoll, at the ſecond fone, and pon his Tombe 
was wꝛitten this Diſthic, which he mavohimſeife :

words. Herennius only gathered together his faults; and Perilius 
Fauſtinus, that which he ſtole of others. There are alſo certains vo- 
lumes of Quintus O ctauius Avicus , in the which are obſerued, what 
verſes, and from hom he tooke them. Aſconius Pedanus in his boke 
which he wꝛiteth againtt the ſlaunderers of Virgil, ſetteth downe a 
few things which were objected againſt him, and this chiefely,That hs 
tied not well his Miſtozp together, and that he bozrowed much ol 
Homere, But this fault (as they ſay) he was wont thus to vofend, 
ſaying, UWhy do not chey likewiſe attempt ths like theft ? But che, if 
thep weighed it vp2ightly, ſhould vnderſtand, that it were an eaſier 
matter to pull the C lub aut. ot Hercules hand, then to take a verſe a- 
way from Homer, and tha notwithſtanding he determined to with- 
dzaw himſelſe foꝛ a time$to amend euery thing that his ill⸗willers 
found fault withall. bh oo 
Pedianus allo repezfeth, Chat ho was very conrfeous, and u beer 
of all good and honeft men, and ſo farre from Enup, that it he ſaw 
any thing done, oꝛ ſpoken learnedly by any , he retoyced thereat nons 
otherwiſe,then if it were his owne : that he diſpꝛayled no man; pay- 
ſed good men, and was of ſo gentis nature, that thers was no man, 
vnleſſe he wore quer finbbozne and malitious, that net ang Taueu⸗ 
red him, but allo heartily loned him. Wes ſ@med-to baue woching 
pꝛiuate to himſelfe.

.. Whichbeing once knowne, Bathyllus fo2 a time was allthe iea- 
ſing ſtocke to the whole Citty, of Rome. Uhen on a time he had the 
wozkes of Ennius in his hand, and being demanded by one, what hee 
did with them? anſwered, That he gathered gold out of Ennivs dung: 
Foz that authourerpzeſſed woꝛzthy ſentences, t matter, vnder woꝛds 
not of the ſineſt. Uinto Auguſtus, that demandes of him, how a Citty 
might belt bee gouernedẽ hee anſwered, If tho wileſt men did hold 
the Pejws ,, and good men, were let in authozify oner euill, and 
ſs that thebeſtmien max haus theirdue honour, and the reft bee not 
iniuriouſiy dealt withall.

There was familiar with Auguſtus, one named Filiftus, an D2afoz, 
and mætelp well learned in Poetry, and had a pleaſant e vatiable wit, 
and vſed to tarpe at the ſayings of all men; not to the intent therebꝑ to 
learne y fruth(foz ſo Socrates was wont to do) but thereby to appears 
the better learned, Che ſame, whereſoeuerhehadoceaſſonto meit with 
Virgil, oz be in his company, vſed to pꝛouoke him with repzoches,and 
flouts : UWhorefo2s,either he departed commonly with ſilence, oz elſe 
with bluſhing held his peace, Then, when as in pzeſence of Auguſtus 
he ſaid, that Virgil was dumbe, and that if he had atengue, he could not 
defend himſelfe: Hold thy peace babler (qv;he;)*fo3this faciturmitie of 
mine, cauſeth Auguſtus 5 Mecœnas to be the patrons of my tauſe: and 
When Jliſt, J wil ſpeak with ſuch a Trumpet;that ſhall euer where 
and very long be heard; and thou, with thy pꝛatling, doeſt not aner 
b:eake mens eares, but walls alſo, Then the @mperour loked vpon 
Filiſtus with a fierce countenante, x rebuked him. And Vigil- Cxfar * 
(ad. he) it this man knew altime to hold his peace, hy would ſelvorns 
ſpeake: foʒ a man ought alwaꝝ es to be filent, dntill ſuch time as dis fis - 
lence ſhall either hurt himſcife, 62 his fakk#-may pꝛoſit others. 

When Auguſtus had obtained the Empire, he debated with hiitrfelfe, _ 
whether it wore better to teſſyne vp the Doinlnion, and fommit” 
State to yerely Conſuls, and the Gotternment of the Toinnonwealth 
fo the Senate. In which caſe, he called to tounſell twaine, of two ſeue⸗ 
ralt pinjons,Meccenas and Agrippa, Agrippa in long diſtourfohews 
ed, That although it were not very decent foz him to vos, et o itt 
be p;ofitable; which cõtrary; Mecœnas very much diff wader him womʒ⸗ 
Bp occaſſion whereof, Auguſtus mind was bꝛought into great᷑ perpfexi⸗ 
tte; fo2 their ſundzy opinions were cofirmed beſundʒx reaſons:Where/ - 
foze he dematinded of Maro Mhether it were expedientfo; a pziuate * 
man to bſurpe a Gouernment in his Commonwealth, oz tot? Then 
Virgil: To all (d. he) that haue vſurped the tate of their C õmon⸗ 
wealth, the Gotiernment hath bin weariſome both vato them to the 
ſublets; betauſe 5̊ of neceCity,thzough hatred vt the people oʒ ſuſpition i

The Argument, | 
neas, at the requeſt of Dido, declareth the deſtructian of Troy, which was 
after this mauer: The Greeks in the tenth yere of their ſiege,when their force 
was quailed, and diſtriſting therrowne abilit ie, fell onto crafts & ſubtiltiet; 
and counterfeiting a flight the night before the Towne was burned, hid them. 
felnes in the Ile of Tenedos, leauing in the Troians fieldt a woodden Horſe,of 
ſuch ine ſtimable hi gneſſes that it could not be receiued in at the City Gates, in 
whoſe wombe they had encloſedibe moſt valiant ſouudiers of all their nobility, 
TheT roiansperſwadedypartly through the ſubtiliy of Sinon, & partly afraid 
by Laocons puniſiment, pull downpart of their Towne walh && ſo bring in this 
Horſe into their Caſtli. But in the dead time of the night, the Grecians retur- 
wing from Tenedos, entrediuto the City through the ſame breach which was 
made to bring in the Horſe.Sinon openeth the wombe of the Horſe, & letteth 
forth the armed men, who immediately ſpoyle all with fire and ſ word. Whiles 
theſe things were doing, E neas ir warned in his dreame by Hector to prouide 
for himſelfe by fligbe, & to deliuer his country Gods from the fire. But he pro- 
ferring an bonorable death before a cowardly fligbt, in vaine betaketh him to 
armes,wherin at the firſt aſſault the Troians hadthevpper hand, until follow. 
ing the counſellof Chorœbus, they put on Gs eeks/2o armor, & ſo one of them 
em another. Then Priamus palace is beſieged, & Priamus flame by Pyrrhus, 
Achilles ſon. Thut, when Eneas had aſſayed all things in vaine, when he was 
now quite out of hope, betabeth the reliques to his father Anchiſes, & raking 
bim vp en his ſboulders, with Aſcanius bis ſoune & Creuſa his wife, commut- 
zeth hunſelſe to flight. The Grecians fellom faſt aſter, & in that tumult he loſt 
bit wife Creuſa:vpen occaſien to ſerke whom, when as he wandred about allthe 
tonne, he met with her ghoſt, who certiſied him that ſpe was dead. He returnes 
agame to his company, whit ber as nom were gathered a great number of men 
and women, ready to follow hive whitherſocuer he would carry them.

1 2. months mind: whons he bad buried at Drepanus that 
day twelue-month before: aud maketh playes & games at bis graue, and diſtri- 
bateth reward: to ſuch as winthem. Cloanthus gerteth the prize in fight on 
ſea. Eurialus,throgh the ſlight of Niſus, winneth the beſt in rumung, & ſo doth 
Eurytion an ſpooteng.Entellus the ancient avercommeth Darcs,at the game 
called Cæſtus (which is fighting with bags or flappes of leather hanging by 
flrings, wherein it either Lead or ſand) whoyourhfully boaſted of bimſelſe. 
Honbeitgthe chiefe rewards,and bonor, jureſpett of age, and dignity, were ad. 
S#dged vnto Aceltcs,whoſe arrow when it flew into the ayre, ſodainiy waxed a 
fire. Aſcanius, in honor of Anchiſes his grandfather, with the other youth of 
nobility prattiſeth fight, and feats om horſebath,, reſembling warlike proweſſe. 
Inthe meane time, the T roman wiset, at the inſtigation of the Reinebow, and 
for. weariſomntſſe of their long trauell, caſt fire among the fleet, and quite de. 
Freyed foure tall ſbipt. The night following, Anchiſes appeared to his ſoune 
Eneas in a dreame, and warueth him from Iupiter, that following the coun- 
ſellof Nautes, he leaueth behind bim the women, and the impotent old men, in 
Sicil; and bimſelfe, with the force of hit army, aud the luſtieſt youths of all the 
Company, ſaule into Italy: Where he ſtould fr go ſcebe Sybillas deni whoſe + 
direction he ſhould be brought unto him into the fields called Eliſij, or fields of 
pleaſure, where he ſbou!dbe informed of all the race of hit poſteriiy, and learne 
the euent of all wars that ſhould ſhortly befall him. Wherefore Rneas then 
obeying hisfathers commandement, buildeth a City in Sicil, named Aceltes, 
and there maketh a Colony of women, aud old meu, that were vnfit for war; and 
bimſelfe; with the ftrength of his Army, taletb bis voyage towards Italy.

To land ſhe leapt, and ſafe in Hauen her ſelfe ſhe did beſtow, 
Eneas then each man in oꝛder due let call by name, 

And Sir Cloanthus Uictoz chiefe by Peralds did p2oclame, 


And crowne of Lawꝛell greene about his bzowes himſelle he (ef. 


Then giffs fo2 euery ſhip,thzee Peyfers large he bids fo fet, 

And plenty great of Mines, and Talents faire of Siluer baight, 
But ſpectally the Captaines all with dus rewards he dight. 

A Pantle rich to him that wonne che chiefe, was giuen of gold, 
Whom purple bozbers abꝛoad enuixoned with diuers fold; 

And wꝛought therein, there ſtands a Paincely child of pzectons face, 
That in the Mods with Dart in hand both Mart & Pind doth chace, 
All liuelp, bꝛeathing like; whom, falling dt wne from Joue on hie, 

An Eagle fierce vp tooke, and in his pawes conueyed toſkie: _ 
His keepers wayling ſtand, and hands abzoad to heauen they hold 

In vaine, and barking nopſe of Dogs againſt the clouds doe ſcold. 
But he that ſecond place by doughtie deeds deſerued had, 

A harneis coat to him with heauy hokes of gold beſtad, 

A harneis coat he gaue, whom he himſelfe in battell bꝛoyle 

Did vader Trojan walls from Demoleus bzeſt deſpople: 

That wozthy gift he had, and ſtrong defence in armes to weaxe. 
Scant pemen tfweine with ſhoulders ioyntip ſet the ſame could bean 
So ſtndzy fold it was: but Demolee himſelle alone 

Mas wont therein to hunt the ſtragling Troians one by one. | 
Typen foz the third renowne,two Cauldꝛons great he gaue of 1Bzaſſe, 
And Siluer Cups, with fignes of ſtozies old engrauen that was. 

And now rewarded all, each man full pꝛolod in beſt array 

They went with garniſht heads, and bare their giffs gallant egay: - 
When from the perilous Nock, with much ado to ſcape the ſame, 
(Beides his loſſs of Ozes, and of a vanke of Rowers lame) 
Mith ſlaughter great of men, his paayſeleſſe ſhip Sergeſtus baought; 
Ja manner like, as when ſome Serpent (by ſome banke vnſeught) 

Is bꝛuiſed by ſome wheele, that ouerth wart his back hath paſt, 

Oz pilgrim paſſing by, with ſrolte of one well meere hath bꝛaſt, 

In vaine he ſeekes to lee, and waigling wꝛeathes his lunbes 60 | 
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be with N. dim holds, 
2 He knitshimgreatin knobs,andinhimſeite, be folds. 
None otherwiſe and like, with teeble Dzes his ſhip vio tre, - 
Hel ſaile he makes with wind, and into hauen appzoacheth clue. 
Eneas to Sergeſtus gaue reward ol dutꝑ there, 
. Reioycing foz the ſhip,and foz the men that ſaued were: 
A woman him was giuen, a ſeruant gos to weauel and ſpinne, 
And ſucking boyes a papꝛe, of Giants kind, her paps betwine. . - 
Then gov Eneas went ( when all this match diſcharged was) Running: 
Into a godly field, that ouerſpꝛed was all with graſſe, : 
Whom wods and croked hilles on caery ſive did compaſſe round, 
And in the midſt a vale there lay,andpleaſant plaine of ground, 
Where he with thcuſands thick did make fozplayes aſemely plat, - 
And in the midſt ol all, in ſtatelp ſeat as Pzincehe ſat. 
Here they that liſt to run, and try themſelues with foꝛce of f&t, 
With gifts he them pꝛouokes, and (eſs befoze them paizes mæt. 
On euety ſide they came, both men ol Troy and Sicil land: | 
Eurialus and Niſus firſt. | 
Eurialus, à ſpzingall,freth of youth, and beaufy cleare, 
And Niſus, that of all mankind had him in lous moſt deare, 
And pong Diores,of King Priams bloud,a Pzincelpchild; 
Chen Salius and Patron, antient ſfocks,and unde fild. 
Panopes then, and He limus, of Sicil ſtriplings twaine, 
That Hunters were in wods, and men ol old Aceſtes traine. 
And many moꝛe alſo there tame, hom fame innarkenefſebides. T 
To whom, in mids of all, Xneas thus his tale dinides: 1 
Tanke thisfoz certaine truth, and in your minds conceiue it ſo, 1 
Not one of allthis number here, ſhall vnrewardod go; : 
Foz darts J willfhemgine, with pointed ſteele full bꝛight a papas, 
And w2cught with ſiluer fineto beare in hand a Pollax fapze.

Chen this was ſaid, thetr place they 

At ügne ot trumpet heard their bounds ther bzeak, out they pose 
As light as whirliag winds, and to the marke ta ſight they ſRowze. 

Fir, and befoze all otherbodies,nimble Niſus [pzings, 25 
Moꝛe ſwifter yet then wind, and then the dint of lightnings wings 
Next vnto him, but long alofe,in diſtance next of place, a 
Toth Salius purſtie, and after him a certaine ſpace 
Eurialus the third. "I 
And nert Eurialus, ſir Helimus enſues, and iopntip than 
Behold he flies, and hele to heele with him Diores ran, 
MWlith elbow next and next, and if the race do long remaine, 
Is like fo ſcape them all ozone to leaue in doubt full gaine. 
And towards now the latter end they dꝛew, and weary all, 
* They ran with panting bꝛeathes, when ſodainely did Niſus fall, 
(Unhappy man) where Heifers had been ſlaine by chance on graſſe, 
And ground was flippzy made by certaine bloud that hed there wag, 
There now the gentle lad, ( when conqueſt pzowd he had in hand) 
His legs he could not holv,no2 ſtumbling ſo, could longer ſtand, 
But groueling flat he fell, and in the ſlime imbzewd him vile.

And pitty ſhew thou voſt to falling men, what giſts to me 

- Shall wozthy yeelded be, that chiefeſt pꝛize did firlt doſerue, 
Had not enuious Foꝛtune me (as Salius) mads to ſwerue? 
And as he falked thus, his face he ſhewd with durt defily, 
Andbody moiſt of mud. The.noble-pzinceon him then (mild, - 
And bad bing out a ſhield,a target great fallcoſtly wzought, 
That by the Greeks ſometime was foz a gitt to Neptune bzought: 

- That ſ\@moely gift he gaue vnto that gentle lad to beare. | 
When courſes all was paſt, and all the gifts diſpatched wers: 

Now he that manhad hath, oꝛcouragobold dath haare in bꝛeſtz 
Shew fozth himſelfe, and with his armes in thongs let him Rs.

Pet Dares him to death did ouerturne, and laid along. | 

Such ons this Dares was, and his on field his head he lifts, 

And ſhewes his ſhoulders bꝛoad, and to and tro his arma he ſhitis, 
And bꝛags with bopſtraus bzawns, i with bis f its be beats h wind: 
A match foꝛ him they ſ@ke,but thzough them all is none to gd. 
That durſt with Dares cope, noꝛ onte his ſlings been N 
He pzowd thereof, and thinking all mens might to him did couch, 
Befoze Æncas fete he ſtod, and longer nothing ſtaid, ö 

But by the hoane in left hand twke tho Pull and thus he ſaid: 
Thou Soddeite ſonne, ik no man dare come foath to iy with band. 
What end ol wanting is? Yow long am Jt 17 bound tg . 

Let me rewarded bs: the Troians all didcty the ſame, | 
And peeld vnto the man his Ta due, they do pacclame. 

Aceſtes there, as on a ban chance he next did ſit, 

With theſe rebukes of pech Entelſuspidat beak he mitt nnr 
Eatellus, thou ſometime of dougity knights the captaine chigſe, 
In vaine ) lo gadly gits to loſe, is rot thee no griele⸗ 
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ey How eanf thou ſuffer this Hall from thy fide with tryall nons 
Theſe wozthy pz avles paſſe? O where is now our ma der gone? 
Erix, out maſter god: where is become that glozious fane, 7 
Chat Sicil Land did fill? and ſpoples with the recozds the ſame, 0 
Wlit zin thy halls Hat hang: is it foz nought thou knetoſt p gume: 
Ve thereuntoz It is not ſure foz feare (yon may well thinke) 
No2 lous of pꝛaiſe J lack, noꝛ foz no doubt thereof J chꝛinke: 
But age me feeble makes,and ſlouthſull blond congealeo cola, 
Path ſpent my foꝛmer foꝛce, and dulldoth make my carkaſſe old. 
If J had now the fkrength ſoinetime that was, (and yet therewith 
This pongling pzoudly bꝛags) it of thoſe yeces J had the pith; 
Not foz the Pzize,noz foz the Bull, but gladly ,and (vnpzaid) 
I would haue come: foꝛ gifts I care not foʒ. UWheon he thus ſaid, 
He bought befoze them all, ol bags vn weldr, matches twaine, 
And thꝛem them downle in ſight, wherwith ſomtime in ballail plain 
Sit Erix wonted was to giue combaf,and hand to hand 
Againſt all men to ſtriue, and ſturdy ſtrokes he did withitand; 
Mens harts aſfonied were. Ok backs of bulls ſeuen boiſtreus h:deg: 
All vaderlaid with Lead, and Ciffe of tele they ſtod beſides, 
Aboue all other, wondzeth Dares mof,and doth refuſe 
Suchgreat vniawfalltwles,o2 in conflict the ſame to vſe. 
Eneas eke their maſſy wondzous weight, and endleſſe fold; ö 
He viewd with matuell much, and vs and downe full oft he rold. 5 
Then vnto him with bꝛeſt vnfained, ſpake Entellus old: 
Mhat if a man had (ene the dꝛeadfull bags an d weapons ſoꝛe 
Ol Hercules himſelſe, in volefall fight hers on this choꝛt? 
Theſe twles thy brother Erix then did beare, with theſe he ſtod 
Againſt ſir Hercules moſt ſtrong, here pet thou ſeſt the blu, 
And b2aines that bꝛoken were, thou ſerſt ho w yet they been enbzewd; 
Theſe weapons 4 ſomtime( when better bloud my ſtrengtt eadewd) 
Mas wont iu bꝛe to put, when not as vet enuious age N 
Noz head withhoary haires my luſty courage did aſſwage: 
Bat if this Tcoian Dares hers,theſe tales will neds refuſe, 
At ſo Eneas pleaſe, and me Aceſtes will excuſe, | 
Let vs be matched mate. Theſe Erix bags J pardon the, 
Caffoffthy feare,and thou of Troian bags vnburdend bee. 
Thusſpeaking,from his ſhoulders twaine he keft'bis garments all, 


And bare with mighty bones, and mighty ion ts ol members 3 
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And finewsgroaf in ſiabt, among them all he Cod full ffout. 


Chen bags of meaner match Æneas Pzince himſelfs bzought out, 
And each with equall weight and hands of both, he bound anddzeſt, 
Upꝛight fozthwith they ſtand, and facsto face, aduaneing pꝛeſt, 
Cheir arms to heaut᷑ they heaue,e void of feare they thʒow their ſlings 
Cach one fro others dints their heads ful boiſtrous back ward wings, 
And ſtrokes in ſtrokes they mixe, hands in hands, fierce they fight, 
The one with luſtp legs, and freſh ot pdutb, in ſhifting light, 
The other huge in height, and large ol limbs, but mouing ((ow, - 
His tremblink kners him lets,x troubled bzeathdoth panting blow. 
Full many a wound ts given betwen thẽ twain with leaden lumps, 
And many a ſtroke in vaine, and on their ribs full thick if thumps. 
Their ſides within the ſoũds, loud their bꝛeſts withbobbings rings 
And ſtill their armes they ſtir, about theix bzows the buffets flings, 
About their eares, e craking both their ia ws, their weapds ſwings. 
Entellus heaup ſtands, and in his place bnmeued bides : 
Mith arms and watching eves, and fo2 the ſtrokes defencs pꝛouides⸗. 
But he, as one that with ſome engine, wozke doth ſiege atowne, 
Oz tow2e,oz caſtle ſtrong; and kong thereat, is beaten downs, © 
And this way now, and that way now he ſerks, and entries all 
Aſſaults with ſandzy fleights, and lapleth yet to bzeake the wall. 
Entellus rowſing then, his right hand bent on his did lifts _.. 
He from the ſtroke that came, with god lozeſight, and body ſwift, 
Auoiding, ſhzanks fog feàre, and from the dint thereofdeclind. 
Entellus mitt his marke,and all his fozce he loſt in wind, 
And ouer that,himſelfe, with heany prize and heavy ſound, - 

All groueling flat he fel, and with his limbs he ſpꝛed the ground: - 
None otherwiſe, then when ſome ancient Dks, and ouergrotons, 
From mountain top on hie, bp vndertiiningdowne ts thzotons. 
The Troians riſefoz aid, ſo dofh the youth of Sicil Land, | 
To heanen thocryss aſcerid, ans fitſt to zim with helping hand © 
Aceſtes ſwiftly runnes and from the ground his friend he takes, 

Okequall age, ann in his heart great moane ſoʒ him he makes. - 
But nothing flacke fo; this, no with his fall one whit attright, 
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Lhisvajiant Knight voſtwv,arv pet tenues his abt. 
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And koꝛcing pꝛeaſeth fozth, and wum foz wzath, bis ſtrengih vpſtieres: :: 


Chen ſhamep3zonokes his might, and manhov felt ol toanter pres, 
Indheadlong Dares downe, aa angie 8 . 
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And now the right hand ſkrokes,qnow the left hand ſends the dings. 
Noz time, noz teſt there is: but as a fozmy ſhobozs of hails | 
On houſes rafling falls; ſo doth this knight with foꝛce aſſaile, 

With thundzings thamping thick, and weary Dares w3etch on ſoile, 
Ulithboth his armes he bumps, and vpfidodown doth toſſe and toile. 
Zhen Loꝛd Eneas would no longer w2ath ſhould in them fret, 
Noz moze Entellus bitter moode an rage he would haus ſet, 

ut end ol fighting made, and tyzedDarcs vp t id take, 

nd ſoft with gentle ſperch in comlozt thus to him he (pake : 
Unhappy man, what fond outrage hath thus poſſeſt thy mind: 
A ſtronger fozce then thine, and Gods againſt thee doſt not find? 
Giue place toGod, he ſaid, and with his wozd the battell baake. 
Him dꝛagging weake his legs, and to and fro his head did ſhake, 
And caſting much at mouth, and cloddꝛed blood with teeth among, 
His truſty mates vp toke, and bare to ſhips away from thzong. 
And then commanded came, and ſwoꝛd and helmet did receaue, 
And to Entellus did the Bull and fame of combat leaue. 
Then bꝛagging pꝛoud in mind, and ol his Bull conceining toye 
O Goddeſſe ſonne, behold, and you (quoth he) e men of Troy, 
What ſtrength in luſfy yeres ſometime J had, now iudge in tut, 
And from what death pour Dares taken is, now ſhallyou ſc. 
Be ſpake that wozd,and right afront befoze the Bull he ſtwd 
That there foz gift was ſet, and vp he flings with courags god, 
In right hand marking held, and inſt betwerne the hoznes at ones 
He ſtrake, and bzake the bzaines,and all in preces dꝛoue the bones. 
The beaſt is duerthꝛo wne, and groueling dead on ground it quakes. 
He ſtamping thereupon, with ſeruent mind his pꝛaper makes: 
This better ſoule to the foz Dares death J victoz ſend, 
(O Erix) here of bags, and all mine art I make au end. 

Anon Eacas them that liſt confend with arrowes wight, 

Foz wagers be pzonokes,and ſets befoze them gifts in ſights 

And from Sergeſtus ſhip aduancing huge in height a maſt, 

He hangs a Pigeon there, and by a coꝛd he made hor faſt, 

A marke foz men to ſhote,and where their darts they ſhould direct. 

Aſſembly great there came, and by their lots they were elec, 
In bzazen helmet caſt, and firſt ot all with ioyfullcryes, 

Unto Hippocon,wozthy lad, by dzaught the lot doth riſe. 

Next whoun, ſir Mneſteus, that late at ſeas was vino; ſeene, 
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Sir Mneſteus, withcrowne and garland gay of Olius gr>ne. 
Eurition was third: (thy bzother deare thou noble knight 

© Pandarus, that di>ſt ſometime the leagus aſunder ſmight, _ 
And firft commanded didft, among the Greekes thy weapon thzow.) 
Acelfeslaft of all, and laſt in helmet lay by low: 

Pimſelfe alſo with hand, the pong mens game did not diſdaine. 
Then bending all their bows, with cozage great theꝑ do cotraine;C 
And each to ſerne himſelle, from Qutuer dꝛawes his toles amaine. 
And ſieſt from ſounding ſtring along from hoauen his arrow dziues 
Hippocon luſtꝑ lad, and ſwift therewith the ſkye he tliues, 

It lights apace, and in the midſt the maſt it ſtake, and ſtaped: 

The tree with trembling ſhooke, and of the ſtroke the Bird afraid, 
Did flickering fluth her wings, and noyſe there riſeth round abonk. 
Then Mneſteus his bow fo dzaw, fozthwith with ſtrength ſtood out, 
And ſtretching hand aloft, his dart and eye did leuell right, 

Pet could not he (good man) foꝛ all his art the culuer ſmight, 

But hit the hemping coꝛd, and of the knot the bands he bꝛaſt, 
Whereby the bird was bound, and by her feote did hang af maſts 
She tooke the wind fo2thwith, and to thecloads full faſt ſhe flew. - _ 
And euen that time (as he his bow and dart directing dꝛew) 
Eurition, and foz his bꝛothers helpe in heauen he crrped: 

The bird he ſaw was looſe, and ſpoꝛting her in ſpyes he ſpyed; 

Pet marking well with eyes, and ſtedlaſt hand in tcleuds aboue, 

He quickly bꝛake her play with ſuddaine ſtroke, and flew the Doue, 
That tuinbling downe ſhe lell, and in the ſtars her life ſhe laft, 

And vead ſhe came to ground, and in her body bꝛought the ſhaft, - 
Aceſtes then alone, with no deſert did pet remaint, 

Mhe neretheleſſe his dart to hurle in aire did him diſtraine, 

And ſhewd his fozmer might, and of his bow fo pzoue the ſdund. 
There ſodainly his epes a wondzous monſter did tonfound, 

And token ſoze of things, as afterward the end vis teach, — 
And all too late foꝛ nought their fearꝛfull ſongs did Pꝛophets pꝛeach.

Eneas pckreleſſe Pꝛince, to take that ſamein ſigne of grate. 
But glad, with great rewards, he did Aceſtes thus imbꝛace: 
Moſt noble father deare, (ſoʒ by theſe tokens J well ſe, 

The mighty king of heauen foz thy god will doth honour thee) 
Zhou ſhalt haue here a gift of old Anchiſes friend of thine, 


A dinking boll of golo, that poꝛtraied is with figures fine, 


TWbich vnto him ſometime Citleus great, of Thrace the Bing, 

In token gaue of loue, fu euermoꝛe with him to bꝛing. 

So ſpake he, and with Law2ell græene his temples twaine he tred, 
And lowd befoꝛe them ali Aceſtes vid oz chiete he cryed. 

Noꝛ god Eurition did his pꝛeferment ought enuie, 

Chough he alone it were that bzought againe the beꝛd fromnſkte. 
Aduanced next with gifts was he tyat coꝛd aſunder bzalt, 

And laft of all was he that with his arrow ſtrake the maſt. 

Then Lo2d Eneas, ere theſe matches all diſſolued were, | 
Epitides to him, Aſcanius niate and keper there, 8 
Me cald, and rounding thus to him he ſpake in ſeccet eare; 

Goe bid Aſcanius (if by this time he tbe childꝛens crus 

Aſſembled bath with him, and hoꝛſes put in oꝛder due) 

35efoze his Grandſite here let him bing out his bands in rowe, 

Fo2 wozſhip of this feaſt, and let himſelfe in armour ſhowe. 
Diſpatch ( quoth he) with ſpæde, the people then he bids dinide, 

And bzoader ſpzead themſelues, and made a lane both long and wide. 
Then come the childꝛen foꝛth, and p:owd befoze their parents ſight 
In o2derſ&mely ſhine, on barbed Coucſers bꝛidled bꝛight: 

Thom foz their freſh array, ans comely marching though the field, 
The youth of Sicil land, and Troians all with toy beheld. 

Each one, as was their guiſe, with rounded haire and garland bands, 
And ho2nis darts a papꝛe, with pointed ſteele they bare in hands, 5 
Tith Quiuers light at backs, and do mne their bꝛeſts in diuers fold, | 
About their goagets runnes, the rolling cheines of w2eathev gold. 
The bands of hoz/emen wore, t captains thze their bands dio guide, 
And ranks of riders thꝛee, and childꝛen twelue an euerp ſide 

In gliſtring armour went, with maſters like and equallpares. 

One ward of ſtrongeryouth, whom trim triumiphant fierce ol ꝑteres 
Did Priam gong condud (thy noble chilo Polites tall, 

That of his grandſires name ſe Italians ſhoꝛti ſhall,) 

A valiant St&dehim We White, ol kind ol Thrace, it 
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And white his foot befoze,and lifting white his lolty ſacs, 
Another troups there was, that little Atis guiding lad, 
Tho little Acis, whom Aſcanius ſmall foz darling had, 
From whence ths Line at Rome of Atis name dothnow pzocey.

He findeth Palinurus wandring about the lak of Stix, becauſe his body ws 
vn buried: & when Sibilla had refuſedito take him owner vnto the farther ſore, 
which he requeſted; Eneas putteth him in good comfort with excquicr, and 
hope of honourable buriall. From thence, Eneas paſſing ouer Stix, and caſtirg 
Cerberus in a ſleep with a medicined ſap taking hit tourney through the place 
of Infant s,and of ſueli at werę wrongfully condemned, and put to death vnd. 
fernedly ; he commeth unto the ſeats of thoſe, thas through impaciency of lone 
had ſhort ened their owne dayes;where eſpying Dido,when he would baue pur- 
ged himſelf unto her, diſd ainefully ſhe auoided bis abt. Tben departing thence, 
he came tothe habitationof thoſe that were ſometime famous in war: where he 
ſaw Dciphobus terne, and reut with many wounds, a ad is there by him enſor. 
med by what cruell and ſhameſull meanes he came to his death. Afterward, 
Hearing Tartarus on the lift hand, and being by Sibyllainſiruftedin the pn. 
uiſoments of the wic beds he approacheth nigh the walls of Pluto;and there ftics 
keth vp the golden bough, euen in the Queens entry: and from thence he pro- 
ceedeth to the fields of the bleſſed, and u by Muſæus brought unto hit father, 
There Anchiſes declareth unto his ſon Eneas the order aud ſucceſſien of the 
Alanin and Roman Kings ; and running on:r the names of certaine of 
the Roman Nobluy,commeth to the commendation of Iulius and Auguſtus 
Cæſars, and wonderfullyextolleth Marcellus, the ſon of O ctauia, who was 


ſodainly cut off by untimely death. Then going through the Inorygate v pen tl

Conquerour Eneas ſetteth up a monument to Mars for Mezentius /laine, 
Pallas corps is with great pompe ſent ro Euanders towne, Embaſſadors are 
diſpatehed from Iatinus, to intreat fer truce oftwelue dajer, during which _ ³ 
time they yeeldthe duty af ſepulture to their dead: en both parts. And this 
while Venulus that was ſent at the beginning of the war, to require aid of Di- 
ome des, returnoih with denyall.Thenl atinus deſtitute of hope calleth a com- 
ſell, ard conſulteth to ſeud Embaſſadors to Eneas with conditions of peate. 
Drances and Turnus vpan an ancient hatred inueigh one at the other. Ther- 
whiles Eneas deuiding his army in twaine, ſendeth his light horſemen before 
ire łtty to the tomne: Ard he bimſelſe with the reſt of his power, marcheth

reproaches for. re fiſtung the prouidence of the Gods, concerning his arrinall 
and ſceling in Italy. Then Eneas raketh Pallas belt from about Turnus, 
which was partly the cauſe that he ſtus him, determining to ſend it for a token 
to King Euander. After this honour EIS to ſuch as were ſtain 
in ſigin, Æneas congratulateth to his ſaune Iulus and mates, their happy vitle- 
riet, and qaiet peace purchaſed at laſt, after ſo manytempef᷑s and troubles. But 
King Latinus bewayling the death of Turnus, with confutation of the fend in- 
ticewents of Ambition aud vncert ainty of honour and kingl eſtate, ſcudeth the 
dead body »uto Daunus bs fatber who moſt pittifully lamenteth the raftmeſſe 
and hapleſſe ſucceſſe of his ſon,as alſo the deſtructionef hu eity Ardea, which 
being conſumed with fire is transformed into u byrd of that name. Immediat 
Y Latinus ſendeth Oratours vnto Eneas, Drancesbeing chiefe, wis gſtir 
diſcommentlation of Turnus whom be hated, and the rrruſg ef Ring Latiuns 
rouclung the breach efconeuauts, defireth him into rhe city and palace, where 


with great ſolemmity Latinus couplerb vnto him in marriage Lauinia h 
daughter, aud only child, both Fraians and Italians auch neioycing at thu 
league of amity. Shortly after, Eneas buulacth a city which by the aduics of bi 


mother Venus be calleth after his wizer name; and king Latinus dying, beſur-
